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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To His Excellency, J. M. STONE, Governor of the State of 
Mississippi: 

We transmit herewith the report of the Superintendent of the 
Lunatic Asylum, with accompanying papers, for the information 
of the Legislature. A critical examination of them will vindi- 
cate the wisdom exhibited in the establishment of this magnificent 
charity for the unfortunate victims of insanity throughout the 
State, and justify us.in asking that the buildings be completed by 
the addition of another wing for the accommodation of male 
patients. We would not ask this merely to render the beautiful 
structure entirely symmetrical, but mercy calls for more room, 
and her voice must find vent. — 

The funds provided for the finishing and furnishing of the new 
wing have not been completely expended, though the unexpended 
balance of $1,716 97 is needed to construct cisterns for imme- 
diate use, and pavements around: the building to prevent injury 
to the foundation on which it rests. The inclement weather 
during the past fall alone prevented the accomplishment of this 
work, 

The “support fund” for the Institution during the past year 
amounted to $60,399 61, made up of the following items: Appro. 
priation, $55,000, unexpended balance of the year preceding, 
$2,419 37; amount.received from pay ‘patients, $2,980 24. pf 
this fund there isa balance in the Treasury of $1,491 66. As 
an additional burden was devolved upon us by the opening of the 
new wing in August last, we may safely assert that our expendi- 
tures have been conducted upon the most judicial and economical 
plan possible. Much of our success must be attributed to the 
ability, integrity, zeal and efficiency of the officers immediately 
and directly connected with the Institution. Without their 
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active and hearty co-operation, in furthering the well-known 
wishes of the Legislature towards a systematic retrenchment, our 
management would not have terminated so successfully. By- 
their orderly and correct discharge of every duty imposed by law 
upon them, our duties, as you know, have been merely a matter 
of routine—the labor being to mark and approve what has inva- 
riably been right. We could wish the State no better fortune- 
than this, that the future Superintendents and officers of the- 
Asylum should be as wise, prudent, competent and attentive to 
duty as those with whom we have been so long associated. With 
such officers and coadjutors, our successors will find that the- 
services they will be called upon to render, will become exceed- . 
ingly gratifying, though gratituous. . 

An advance upon the appropriation for the past year is render- 
ed necessary by the increased number of patients now occupying 
the wards of the Asylum. No greater amount should be allowed: 
than the most painstaking economy, consistent with the welfare 
of the patient, would suggest, and the matter is confidently sub- 
mitted to the careful and considerate attention of the Legislature. 
We have now reached the limit of our term of office, and should 
regret to see our successors hampered by a failure of the means 
necessary to provide for the daily recurring wants of the insane: 
And now, again, returning our thanks for the uniform kindness. 
and courtesy with which you have met us in our efforts faithfully- 
"to discharge our duties, we subscribe ourselves,

Annual Report of Superintendent, - 
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To the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic 
‘Asylum: 

GENTLEMEN—In the discharge of one of the duties incident to 
the office of Superintendent of the Lunatic Asylum, I have the 
honor, herewith, to present to you the report of this Institu- 
tion, for the year which has just closed, and with it, the tables 
containing, in a statistical form, the more important details of 


its current history. 
In preparing and submitting this, my eighth annual report, 


I am grateful for the feeling that a fair degree of success and 
prosperity have again attended our efforts. While the period 


has not been marked by anything of great importance outside l 


of the usual routine of Asylum life, it has not afforded exemp- 
tion from the inseparable cares and anxieties attending the ad- 
ministration of affairs so complicated and peculiar. And as I 
set about the task of recording the history of another year, I 
suppose it is natural that, amidst a numerous household, pecu- 
liarly exposed to events unpleasant in character and in conse- 
quences, the mind should first revert, in profound gratitude, 
to that, from which we have been spared, rather than to that 
which may have been accomplished. No suicide has occurred, 
and no fatal or grave accident to. any patient, No epidemic 
visited us. We have had no contagious diseases, and the 
number of attacks of acute disease has been remarkably small. 
We owe these several immunities to the watchfulness of expe- 
rienced and faithful attendants, to cleanliness, good food, and 
regular habits. 

You will find in the statistical tables, appended to this report, 

e2 very complete exhibit of the status of the household. 

By reference to table No. 1, it will be seen that, at the be- 
ginning of the year, we had three hundred and thirty-six 
patients, that there were admitted, during the year, one hun- 
dred and eight ; thatof these, there were thirty-five discharged 
recovered ; one was discharged improved, and seventeen died, 
leaving under care, at the date of this report, three hundred 
and ninety-one patients. 
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While these results might have been much more gratifying, 
and while they fallfar short of our ardent wishes, yet when 
we consider that, at least nineteen-twentieths of our patients 
belong to the chronic and incurable class, in whom there is no 
prospect nor expectation of cure, our success, with those 
usually regarded as curable, is equal to, if not above, the 
average, while the death-rate has been considerably below. In 
table No. 26, is shown the fact, that of those now present in 
the Asylum, eleven were admitted in 1855. In fact, the first 
patient who was received into the Institution, is here yet. Of - 
those admitted during the past year,. more than thirty-two per 
cent. have recovered, and several others, not yet discharged, 
are convalescent, while of the whole number under treatment, 
during the year, the number of deaths was less than four per 
cent. This is but another illustration of the universally recog- 
nized fact that recent cases of insanity are curable, while 
chronic insanity is not. In the table showing the causes of 
death (No. 21), it will be observed that consumption and epi- 
lepsy, both incurable, played the most important part. 


RETROSPECT. 


When I took charge of the Asylum, in 1870, my first desire 
was to acquaint myself, not only with the personal history and 
peculiarities of each individual patient, but with the history 
of the Institution, itself. Isoon ascertained, however, that 
this was no easy matter. Although the Asylum had been in 
existence only fifteen years, I could find only two annual re- 
ports of its operations. But, by a diligent search through the 
old journals of the Senate and House of Representatives, and 

-the pamphlet Acts of the Legislature, I succeeded in collect- 
ing the main facts connected with its rise and progress. These 
I preserved in my first annual‘report, And now, at the close 
‘of myssecond quadrennial term of office, I think that I cannot 

" perform a work more acceptable to the Board of Trustees, to 
the Legislature, and to the public generally, than by giving a 
brief resume of the history contained in my first report, and 
continuing the thread of events up to the present date. 

The first public proposition to build a Lunatic Asylum in 
this State, was made by His Excellency, Gov. A. G. Brown, in 
his message to the Legislature, in 1846. During that session, a 
bill, making an appropriation for that purpose, passed the 
Senate, but did not pass the House. 

In 1848 Governor Brown renewed his recommendation, and 

; suggested that the sum of three thousand dollars would be suffi- 
cient to accomplish the purpose, but the Legislature seemed to 
think that a larger sum was necessary, and, accordingly, in March 
of that year, made an appropriation of the more liberal sum of 
$10,000. The same act making the appropriation, donated lot 
No. 6, north, in the city of Jackson, containing five acres. It 
was soon very properly determined that the lot was not suitable 
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forran Asylum--in the city, as it was, and not containing a suffi- 
cient amount of land for a farm and garden—besides it was wisely 
considered that, if the town did not disturb the Asylum with its 
noise, the inmates of the Asylum might disturu the citizens of 
the town to some extent. The Commissioners therefore sold the 
lot for $700, and bought one hundred and forty acres for $1,700, 
one mile north of Jackson—the present site of the Asylum. 
Thus, with tlie magnificent sum of $9,000 in hand, the Commis- 
sioners set about the work of building a Lunatic Asylum. 

It seems that those philanthropic gentlemen had a somewhat 
imperfect idea of what was before them, else they would have 
hesitated before ‘‘breaking ground." While we cannot but ad- 
mire the pluck and energy which inspired them to commence a 
work with $9,000 which an architect might have told them would 
cost not less than $150,000, we smile when we contemplate the 
“confusion of tongues” which must have prevailed around and 
about the walls of this modern Babel, when, after two years of 
labor, the foundation was not properly laid, but the money all 
spent. . 

But their “tongues” did not remain “confused.” The Com- 
missioners' report to Gov. Joseph W. Matthews, in 1850, .con- 
tained the most eloquent appeal in behalf of the insane, that I 
ever read in my life. Tradition says that it was written by Cor- 
LIN S. TARPLEY, one of the Commissioners. 

Calling to their aid the services of the world-renowned Asylum- 
Builder and philanthropist, Miss D. L. Dix, the Commissioners 
appealed to the Legislature, animated by a spirit that would brook 
no denial. The architect reported that it would require $50,000 
to complete and furnish the building; and that sum was asked 
for and obtained. | 

Two more years of work carried the building up to the second 
story, while only $700 of the $50,000 remained in the hands of 
the Commissioners. (I should have said that the building at that 
time consisted of a center and two wings—one on each side). In 
their report to Governor Whitfield in 1852, the Commissioners 
gave a very fair account of their stewardship, but stated that it 
would still require an additional appropriation of $75,000 to com- 
plete the building and supply it with gas! thus illustrating how 
rapidly a tall oak may sometimes grow from a very diminutive 
acorn. But the State had already invested too much money to 
think of receding now. Like the juvenile philosopher who, hav- 
ing lost one marble, will send another in the same direction to 
track it up, the Legislature promptly made the appropriation, and 
Gov. H. S. Foote approved the Act on the 16th day of March, 1852. 

I was unable to find any very important record of the doings 
of the Commissioners for the following two years; but they 
reported in January,.1854, that the wings were nearly completed, 
the center building not so far advanced, but the work was pro- 
gressing rapidly, and the Commissioners confidently hoped that 
the Institution would be ready to receive occupants on the first 


day of the following May. An additional appropriation of $30,000

was asked for, proving beyond question, that large streams can be 
made to flow from exceedingly small fountains. It was promptly 
appropriated. In addition to this, in view of the prospect of an 
early opening of the Asylum for the reception of patients, the 
sum of $10,000 per annum was appropriated for its support. 

But, after expending the $30,000, the building was still not 
ready for its inmates, and the Commissioners were compelled to 
borrow from the recently appointed Board of Trustees, the sup- 
port fund, and with it furnished the wards. The whole establish- 
ment was completed on the 8th day of January, 1855, upon 
which day the first patient (still an inmate of the Asylum) was 
admitted. 

A little episode connected with, or growing out of the transac- 
tion of borrowing the support fund from the Board of Trustees, 
to be used for building purposes, may not be uninteresting to those 
who, in our day and time, claim to be the ‘‘watch-dogs of the 
treasury—” whoever they may be: Having given their money 
to the Commissioners, the Board of Trustees did not have the 
means wherewith to support the patients and defray the current 
expenses of the'Asylum., The-house was finished and the friends 
of patients were knocking at the door, but the Board of Trustees 
did not have money enough to buy a loaf of bread. Under these 
circumstances. the Board of Trustees induced the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts and the State Treasurer, by the advice and sanction 
of His Excellency, Gov. John J. McRae, to advance the money 
for the support of the institution, upon a bond of indemnity exe- 
cuted by the Board of Trustees. In his message to the Legisla- 
ture Gov. McRae said: 

“The sum of ten thousand dollars pér annum was appropriated 
at the last session to pay the quarterly expenses of the institution; 
- this being exhausted, upon the representation of the Trustees 
and Physician, that the institution would necessarily have to be 
abandoned, without further means, and the inmates turned out, 
I gave my approval to the Auditor and Treasurer in advancing to 
the Institution, from the Treasury, ten thousand dollars, nec- 
essary toits existence, on the Trustees filing their bond to indem- 
nify the State by its return, if not sanctioned by the Legislature. 
Necessity required it, and I recommend the appropriation by 
the Legislature of this sum so advanced to the Institution. The 
Asylum is an honor to the State. It is on a scale of magnificence, 
convenience and comfort for its unfortunate inmates, unsurpassed 
by any Institution in the United States. It is a monument to 
the noble impulses of the great heart of humanity, which swells 
within the bosom of our people.” 

In due time a bill was introduced and passed tae Legislature 
cancelling the bond of indemnity made by the Trustees, but it 
contained aclause which was offensive to the high-spirited 
Governor, and he returned it with his veto. The objectionable 
clause was: “But nothing herein shall be construed into an 
approval of the withdrawal of money from the Treasury, with- 


out appropriation by law.” Itis said that this Act was sent - 


r 
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to the Governor at night, only a few minutes. before the time 
agreed upon for adjournment sine die. The managers of the 
bill doubtless thought that the Governor would pocket the re- 
buke rather than imperil the Trustees. But, in this, they 
reckoned without their host. With the rapidity of a stenogra- 
pher the Governor seized his pen, and after reviewing hur- 
riedly all the circumstances, closed his veto message in the 
following terse language: “It cannot be supposed from this 
that either myself or the Auditor and Treasurer favor the 
withdrawal of money from the Treasury without appropriation 
bylaw. # * *, This can be construed in no other way than 
as a disapproval of the Act by which, from absolute necessity, 
we sustained the Asylum, and prevented its abandonment, and 
the turning of its inmates out, when there was no other hope 
for its existence. Because if it (the clause) refers to the with- 
drawal of money generally from the Treasury, it has no mean- 
ing, and no application to anything connected with this bill, 
It is perfectly competent for the Legislature to pass this bill 
with this provision in it, and if it be their opinion expressed 
in reference to this Act, I have no complaint to make. But it 
certainly could not be expected that I should approve it. My 
own self-respect, as well as that of the Auditor and Treasurer, 
whom I hold in equal esteem with myself, and the respect 
which I owe to my own position, as Chief Executive of the 
State, prevent me from giving my approval to an Act of the 
Legislature disapproving my own action. I, therefore, with- 
hold my signature from the bill, and return it with my objec- 
tions, regretting that it only reached my hands at this late 
hour.” 

Nevertheless, the Legislature passed the bill, objectionable 
clause and all, the Governor's veto to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Thus, it will be seen that the original building, consisting of 
the centre and two wings, cost the round sum of $175,000. 

After the opening of the Asylum, in 1855, nothing coming 
within the scope of the purpose of this review occurred worthy 
of attention. The wards gradually filled up, until, in 1858, it 
it was deemed important to ask the Legislature to enlarge the 
building. The services of Miss Dix were again called into 
requisition, and she visited Mississippi again, and perhaps for 
the last time. Asa relic of historic interest, I will transcribe 
‚a memorial which she addressed to the Legiglature, through. 
Gen. A. M. West, then a Senator from the county of Holmes, 
and who was recently returned to the same position by the | 
unanimous vote of the people of Marshali county. 


“A MEMORIAL. 
“Some reasons briefly stated for commencing immediately: 


the construction of a new wing for the accommodation of the 
insane, at the State Asylum for the Insane in Jackson : 


er 
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“Ist. That half of the building assigned for male patients, 
and embracing three wards, is full to crowding, but especially 
the wards for excited patients, where there should be the 
fewest. 

* 2nd. Even the work so much needed—if now authorized 
by the assembled Legislature—will require nearly two years 
for its entire completion; so if the work is deferred. you must 
look forward nearly four years before you can take in applying 
patients on the men’s side. The evils of deferred treatment 
are many. That which is most to be deplored, is the difficulty 
of giving remedial treatment with success to those patients 
whose disease has become chronic. 

“3rd. Limited and otherwise inadequate accommodations, 
prevent the patients of the better classes from being brought 
to the Institution at all; and thus the whole weight of sup- 
porting the Asylum rests on the State. At present the high- 
paying patients are sent to distant first-class Institutions where 
every possible need, want, means and recreation are attainable, 
When a family is in distress through such a visitation as in- 
sanity of one of its members, the question is not how near is 
there a curative Asylum, but where is the best? Where are 
the most ample means and most useful treatment to be re- 
ceived ? 

** The above means except the medical, which is adequate to the 
wants of the patiénts, and is careful and kind as well as intelligent 
in professional application, I repeat, with this exception, the means 
are insufficient. An additiona] building is necessary. Build 
this and you gather your own people into d habitation, and 
give it an impulse and effectiveness of which your citizens are 
yet to learn the inestimable value. Should the legislature 


‘decline to give this appropriation to your building, your sure , 


alternative is continuing to fill up the asylums of Pennsylvania 
and Connecticut. ; 
“The legislature was governed by a wise and humane spirit 
when it first erected, by liberal appropriations, its asylum for the 
insane. This temper has guided legislative action in succeeding 
sessions, and the people at large, so far as the subject has been 
understood, have fully appreciated and sustained the noble work. 
The present legislature does not bring a less intelligent and 
liberal nor less humane disposition to deliberate ou the true 
interest of their dependent claimants on the publie bounty. 
Justice and humanity ask a careful, deliberate and impartial con- 
sideration of this question—after which, there can, it is confi- 
dently believed, follow but one result, viz: such appropriation 
payable annually out of the State Treasury as shall accomplish 
fully the work needed. I have time, Mr. West, to say only that 
I am happy, at all seasons, to apply my time and best energies 
in aid of the insane in Mississippi, no less than in Massachusetts, 
in Carolina or in Missouri. My life, sir, belongs to the cause— 
through this to my whole country. Therefore, you may here 
claim, as a right, my services, when they are needed, and believe 
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me, I am never so happy as in witnessing the advance of this 
great work, which rests on legislative action, the care and cure of 
the insane; and let me add, ample provision for the education 
of the deaf mutes and the blind, 

“ Respectfully, D. L. Drx.” 

. But her appeal, and the efforts of the Trustees and Superintend- 
ent, although sanctioned and encouraged as they were by Governor 
William MeWillie, who, during the whole term of his adminis- 
tration; manifested a philanthropic interest in the welfare of the 
insane, were without avail. -The legislature could not be induced 
to make an appropriation for extension, and so the proposition 
went over for the next two years. 

I have been unable to ascertain whether an application for 
the enlargement of the building was made in 1860. In seems 
that no publications concerning the operations of the Asylum 
were made that year, or if there were they have been lost. 

In 1861, “ grim-visaged war" had raised ‘‘ its wrinkled front,” 
and every nerve in Mississippi was strung to its highest tension. 
Miss Dix had long since returned to her Northern home, and 
Governor Pettus and the legislature were giving more attention 
to the reports of Quartermasters Commissaries and Ordnance 
officers than to reports of institutions less military in their chac- 
ter. The question of an additional wing to the Lunatic Asylum 
was adjourned to a very indefinite day in the future. 

The reports of the practical operations of the Asylum during 
the war, which have come into my hands, are rather meager, but 
enough is remembered to make us know that the history of the 
institution during that trying period was, like every other de- 
partment of life in this State, a continuous struggle for existence. 
** Hard times” may be inferred from the report of the joint com- 
mittee of the two Houses of the Legislature in 1863, in which it 
was stated that “at one time flour cost $100 per barrel, bacon 
$2.00 per pound, and beef 40 cents per pound.” | 

A painful event connected with the history of those times can- 
not be overlooked by the faithful chronicler, and is related by the 
joint committee of the Legislature: ‘‘ When the Federal forces 
occupied Jackson in July last, one corps encamped entirely 
around the Asylum. The building was injured. slightly by our 
own guns, and as a matter of history, we deem it proper to men- 
tion the circumstance. The Federals occupied the cupola, with 
their signal corps. This was soon perceived by our men, and at 
the same time a report reached our own Commander, that the 
inmates had been turned out by the enemy, and that the build- 
ing was fully occupied by them. Our guns (under the com- 
mand of Gen. W. S. Featherston,) were at once turned upon it. 
Three shots took effect, when the Superintendent, thinking that 
he perceived the cause of the affair, called on the Federal Com- 
mander, told him of the state of things, when he promptly with- 
drew the signal corps, and the firing ceased. The injury was 
slight and has already been repaired.” Many of our patients 

“ still speak of the “ big battle,” and one of them, a hero in his 
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way, with an imagination moe vivid than his: memory, will 
occasionally tell of his exploits in catching red-hot cannon balls 
in his hands, as a boy catches a ball, and throwing them back a 
half mile or more at the Yankees. 

Although many of the transactions and occurrences about the 
Asylum during the war are obscure, in the absence of current 
publications, yet the casual reader of its history cannot fail to 
award to the memory of Gov. Chas. Clark, recently dead, a full 
tribute of honor for the tender care and interest which he'always 
gave to the unfortunate lunatic. He was, indeed, and in truth, 
the war-friend and supporter of the institution. Battle-scarred 
and maimed, he was incapable of active service in the field, and 
so the people made him Governor. The glitter and glare of fields 
of glory, for which he had a natural taste, did not divert his 
attention from the civil duties of his office, but in the wildest 
of those stirring times, he remembered, even, the insane! Peace 
to his honorable dust, 'and blessings upon his glorious memory! 

The next attempt to enlarge the Asylum was made in 1870, 
soon after I took charge as superintendent. The Asylum was 
crowded to its utmost capacity with chronic and incurable 
cases, the slow, but steady, accumulation of years. New cases 
could not be admitted except to fill a vacancy, and vacancies did 
did not occur except by death and recovery, and recoveries 
could scarcely be hoped for. Isaw, at a glance, that if the 
Asylum was to remain in that condition, curable cases would 
be forever barred, and my duties would be simply those of a 
- jailor. On the 20th day of May, 1870, I addressed a commu- 
nication to the Board of Trustees, in as strong language as I 
knew how to write. The Board transmitted it to Governor 
.Alcorn, who always took an active personal interest in every 
thing connected with the duties of his office. The Governor 
wrote a most eloquent and convincing message to the Legisla- 
ture. The number of patients then in the Asylum, was 154. 
‘In a short time, the Legislature made an appropriation of 
$150,000, to repair the old building, and to add two new wings, 
so as to enable the Institution to accommodate three hundred 
patients. A contract wassoon made and the work commenced. 
To follow this, step by step, would be tedious. In the early 
part of 1872, the contractors complained that they could not 
complete the wings with the money agreed upon, and asked for 
an additional appropriation. The Legislature appropriated 
$29,400. With this, the work proceeded to its completion. 
The new wings were soon opened, and we all rejoiced. To 
prove that I was correct in my estimate of the wants of the 
insane of the State, these wings, especially the one provided 
for females, rapidly filled up, and we had hardly become accus- 
tomed to the new appearance given to the grounds by these new 
wings, until it was apparent that another one must be built. 

In 1874, I brought the matter to the attention of the Legis- 
lature, through my annual report, and urged it with all the 
vehemence in my power. The result was a failure. In the 
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following winter (1875,) I tried it sgain, with better luck. The 
Legislature made an appropriation of $25,000, to commence a 
new wing, under the supervision of the Board of Trustees, 
the brick to be made by convicts in the Penitentiary. At the 
end of the year, 1875, the first and sccond stories had been 
built, and the walls had been carried up as high as the window 
sills of: the third story—with over 225,000 bricks on hand. 

The Legislature which assembled in 1876, made an appropri- 
ation of $8,730, which was deemed sufficient to finish the walls, 
put on the roof, and protect the work against damage and ex- 
posure, it having been determined not to complete the build- 
ing during that year. 

At the beginning of the present year, that work had been 
done—the roof was on—the floors were laid—the windows were 
in—the pip2s and gutters were fixed. 

On the first day of February of the present year, the Legis- 
lature appropriated the additional sum of $16,250, for the pur- 
pose of finishing, furnishing, and heating it. This has beeh 
done, and the Asylum stands, to-day, with three wings on the 
west side, for females, and two wings on the east side, for 
males, with an aggregate capacity for about four hundred and 
ten patients, at acost of $404,380, all told—or, about $1,000 
for each patient to be accommodated. By comparfson with 
other institutions in the United States, this is a cheap Asylum, 
the average cost, per patient, being about $1,250. Especially 
is this true of the wing commenced and finished under the 
supervision of the preseet Board of Trustees. While it will 
accommodate about eighty patients, the appropriations for it 
have amounted to only $49,980, or, about $625 per patient. 

1 need scarcely say that the opening of the new wing, in 
August last, gave great relief to our crowded wards, and en- 
abled us to relieve many distracted homes throughout the State. 
In the course of a few weeks, this wing will be filled to reple- 
tion. ‘Then what? 


~ THE COLORED INSANE. 


An epitome, such as lam attempting to abridge for this 
report, would be incomplete without some account of the 
colored insane. Mississippi has never been unmindful of her . 
children of misfortune, not even her colored ones. It will be’ 
remembered that this Asylum (too small at first), was not 
opened until 1855. To show that the managers were not 
oblivious nor indifferent to the wants of the colored people, 
then slaves, it is only necessary to quote from the report of the 
Board of Trustees, to the Legislature, in 1856. They said : 

“There is no provision, under existing laws, for the recep- 
tion of slaves, nor free persons of color, into the Asylum. 
This, had it been presented to the attention of the Legislature, 
would doubtless have been provided for. Mississippi, in all 
her legislation upon the subject of her slaves, views them not 
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merely as property, but as human beings. Their amelioration 
and comfort are being more and more daily cared for. It is 
the pride of Mississippi, and we may say of the Southern 
States, that the slave population is amply protected, by law, 
from brutal and barbarous treatment from masters, overseers, 
and others. It is true, the relation of master and slave is like 
every institution known to society, often abused; but it is not 
so much a defect in the law that abuses are not corrected, as 
from the fact that frequently, as in other violations of law, the 
necessary evidence is wanting to establish guilt. The Trus- 
tees believe that there should be a special department for this 
class. The masters of slaves received as patients, onght, un- 
questionably, to support them while in the Institution ; and in 
case of free persons of color, who have property, they should, 
of course, support themselves, but when they are unable to do 
so, the charge, as in other cases, should fall on the counties in 
which they reside.

After the war was over, although the relationship between 
the races in this State had been changed, the demand for the 
care and treatment of the colored insane was still more im- 
perative, In 1870 I pressed: the matter upon the attention of 
the Legislature, and when the new wings were opened proper 
wards were assigned to the colored people, and they have been 
occupying them ever since. At first, and before the experi- 


. ment was tried, it was apprehended that a feeling of caste 


would operate against the success of an institution in which 
the afflicted of both races were under the same control. Gov- 
ernor Alcorn had an eye to this when he wrote his message to 


‘the Legislature in 1870. 


He said: ** Enlargement becomes a most important element 
of treatment in this State. The proposed change in our 
criminal law in reference to the commission of manslaughter 
or murder, by men who are insane, will constitute a new draft 
upon the accommodations of the Lunatic Asylum. The 
insane, sent into the establishment under such circumstances, 
must be separated from all the others; seeing that their pres- 
ence amongst those who bear not the contamination of crime 
has an injurious effect on the results of treatment. And to 
save any similar impediment to cure, the irritation that would 
follow from a mixture of colored persons with those who are 
white must, as an act of humanity, be avoided. * * * * 

“In the case of the insane I have called attention to the 
necessity of an arrangement of the Asylum for the separation 
of the white lunatic from the lunatic of color. Principles are 
general, not special, and can never be made to apply in all 
places and under all circumstances. While anxious for the 
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measures of reform which I have already pointed out in the 
charities of the. State, with the view of giving the colored 
people, not. only, their rights of the present, but whatever is 
possible of requital*for the past, I am not the less solicitous 
to maintain, in an operative form, all the benefits of those 
charities to the afflicted among the whites. Ifa mixture of 
races be made the condition of participation of our public 
charities, no matter how you may regard the wisdom of the 
objection, that condition will act among the whites to a very 
great extent as a virtual exclusion.” 

That was well said, and the “arrangement” was made to 
avoid the “mixture of races,” We have had no trouble from 
this cause. The two races are not mixed, but they are both 
under the same control. We have had no race-jealousies, nor 
race-conflicts--no race-clashes of sentiment, nor race-gougings 
of eyes, either amongst the patients or employees! The 
wards are as separate and distinct as the houses on a street, 
and neither class ever trespasses upon the precincts of the 
other. In the field and in the garden the patients of both 
races work side by side, harmoniously together under the same | 
supervision, without jar and without discord.. We have had 
no wounding of sensibilities; and with certain well-defined 
lines of separation which neither class has ever been disposed 
to cross, it may be truly said that we ‘‘dwell together in 
unity.’ 

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEE LEGISLATURE. 


If it had not been for the adoption of the Amendment to 
the Constitution of the State providing for the assembling of 
the Legislature biennially, it was my purpose to say nothing 
about a further enlargement of the Asylum in this report. It 
is true that the department for males is already crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and that we have a few applicants whom we 
cannot admit for want. of room; but I thought I could sug- 
gest a remedy for that trouble, at least for the coming year. 
But when I contemplate the usual rate of insanity in this 
State—that the wards for males are now crowded—that a regu- 
lar session of the Legislature will not assemble again\until 
January, 1880—that even if an appropriation should be 
promptly made then, it would require two years to complete a 
new wing, thus carrying my calculations forwards four years 
from the present date, a sense of duty, which from the posi- _ 
tion I hold, would be criminal in me to suppress, compels me 
to invite: the Legislature to give to this subject the most seri- 
ous consideration. Table No. 1 shows that we admitted fifty-, 
two males this year. As many will apply next year, and the: 
next, and so on. It is not a chapter of accidents, which may" 
or may not be reproduced, but, in obedience to a law out of 
which vital statistics are made, the usual number of persons. 
will become insane, just: as certainly as the usual number of 
persons will be born or die! One more wing, added to the 
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department for males will perfect the symmetry of the building. 
‚It will then have a capacity for five hundred patients—enough 
for any asylum in this climate—after which it should not be 
enlarged. "Then will arise the question of a location for a new 
.Asylum in another part of the State. I will not press this 
matter in this report, but will hold myself in readiness to im- 
part to à committee of the Legislature any information in my 
possession. 

The remedy, alluded to'in a foregoing paragraph, which I 
suggest as an application to relieve to some extent the present 
emergency, is this: The third section of an “Act to amend 
the law regulating the admission of patients into, and their 
discharge from the State Lunatic Asylum, approved March 4, 
1875,” reads as follows :. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That in furtherance of the 
object of this Act, it shall be the duty of said Superintendent 
and Board of Trustees to give one month’s notice to the pa- 
rents, guardians, relatives, or friends of such of the present 
inmates of said Asylum, and such as may be hereafter admitted 
as are chronic, harmless, and incurable, and are knawn to have 
any such parents, guardians, relatives or friends, and if no 
such parents, guardians, relatives, or friends are known, or, if 
being notified, as aforesaid, they shall neglect or fail to take 
such patients away within a reasonable time, said Superin- 
tendent and Trustees shall notify the President of the Board 
of Supervisors of the county from which said patient was 
brought to said Asylum, and the President aforesaid shall issue 
his order to the Sheriff of his county, directing him to return 
said patient to such county, and the relatives aforesaid, if any 
- within the degrees provided by law in such cases, shall be 
charged with the care, custody, and maintenance of said pa- 
tient, if able and responsible therefor , but otherwise, such 
patient shall be provided for by the county as a pauper, and 
the expenses of returning such patients to the county shall be : 
paid by the relatives aforesaid, if responsible as aforesaid, and 
otherwise out of the county poor fund. . 

Now, the difficulty about this section is that Boards of Su- 
pervisors sometimes disregard the notifications sent them by 
the Superintendent and Board of Trustees of the Asylum, and 
Sheriffs occasionally ignore the order of the Board of Super- 
visors, and we have no means of helping ourselves. Last year 
I suggested an amendment to that section in the shape of a 
penalty, and I was informed that a bill to that effect did pass. 
the Senate. At what point, or how it it failed, I do not know, 
but it did not become alaw. I respectfully renew the sugges- - 
tion. By an impartial enforcement of the law we can make 
room in the male department for a number of “acute, violent 
and. curable” cases, and thus add to the usefulness of the 
Asylum. 
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LIGHT. - 


The means of lighting up the Asylum: at night, is an old 
hobby with me. I thought 1 had worn it out several years 
ago. All of my earlier reports contained a stereotyped chap- 
ter on gas; but every timeI read of the burning of an Asylum, 
the ever present danger of kerosene, and the other so-called 
** pon-explosive" varieties of coal oil, begins to freeze my 
blood, and presses upon me each time with fresh and heavier 
horrors. It is time we try to be very careful, and we use only 
the heaviest and least inflammable kerosene. But, coal oil, in 
all its variations, is like a mule. You never know when one is 
going to kick, or the other explode. It is also true that we 
are supplied with the means of extinguishing a fire, and we are 
amply provided with avenues of escape, but there is some dan- 
ger all the time, and aside from the value of the property, 
which can scarcely he less than $500,000, including machinery, 
out-buildings and all, the idea of a house afire, with four hun- 
dred frightened, screaming lunatics in it, is not a pleasant 
thing to enter one’s head about bed-time. The very thought 
is stunning ! - . 

There are so many modern inventions of cheap apparatus 
for manufacturing gas out of petrolium, and its products, 
rosin, etc., that I have no doubt that a careful investigation of 
the various methods would discover one that will combine 
cheapness with safety and efficiency. Such a thing would be a 
great blessing to the Asylum, and I commend it to the atten- 
tion of the Legislature. 2 a 


FINANCES., 

Although it is not my special province to report the details 
of expenditures during the year, that duty devolving more par- - 
ticularly upon the Treasurer and Steward of the Asylum, yet I 
cannot withhold an expression of the gratification I feel in the 
economical and successful.manner in which that department of 
the business of the Institution has been conducted this year. 
In the Steward's report, which I'herewith transmit to you, all 
the items of expenditure are set forth in full, and his vouchers 
are open to the inspection of the proper committee of the Leg- 
islature. It.will be remembered, that although the last Legis- 
lature made an appropriation to complete and furnish the new 
wing, no appropriation was made for the support of the pa- 
tients who were to occupy it. Early in the spring it was fore- 
seen that the new wing would be completed by the middle of 
August, and the question, of support became one of moment. 
The demand for the admission of patients was too clamorous 
to be ignored. It was determined to open the new wards any- 
hew, and trust to economy and judicious purchases to carry 
us through. " 


Trimming our sails to suit the breeze, we made for the port, 
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and landed safely with nearly fifteen hundred dollars of sur- 
. plus money in the Treasury! An examination of the following 
table, which I have made from authentic reports of other Iasti- 
tutions, will show to the members of the Legislature that I 
have not set an extravagant valuation upon our efforts this. 
year. This table gives the average number of patients, the 
total amount of appropriation, and the pro rata for each pa-, 
tient per annum:

Last year the cost per capita per annum, was $185 00 for board, 
clothing and medical attention. This year we reduced it to 
$168 00, as shown in the table. I would not have the world 
to understand that this reduction has been accomplished by stint- 
ing ourinmates. Our patients have been well fed, and well 
clothed all the time, and wages have been promptly paid. We: 
simply made our purchases at lower prices, and besides, we had 
the advantage of the supplies from a most magnificennt vegetable 
garden and farm (see the Steward's report of these productions 
this year.) - 

A few weeks ago it occurred to me to compare some of our old 
accounts of supplies purchased at a time when the Asylum was 
in debt---when it had no credit abroad, and when our transactions 
were limited to the only market open to us--the city of Jack- 
son, With similar accounts for the year 1877. I was surprised to 
' find the difference in the figures so great. For instance, compar- 
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ing the year 1871 with 1877, we find the following prices of lead-

* These figures speak for themselves. Of course many of.these 
articles have fallen in value, but we cannot but know that we 
-have saved a very handsome per cent. by purchasing at wholesale 
for cash. And this is a practice which should prevail in al] pub- 
lic institutions. In these latter days, the funds of charitable 
institutions have come to be regarded as the legitimate prey of 
money sharks, 

The Lunatic Asylum was born in debt. The first inspiration 
of its life was made with borrowed atmosphere, as shown in the 
wrangle between Gov. McRae and the Legislature, in 1856. 
. From the day of its opening down to the last day of December, 
1871, its history was one ot begging and borrowing. Debt clog- 
:ged its heels, trailed behind it and hung over its head like an in- 
cubus. Precarious credit, fluctuating State warrants and other 
causes kept it in the mire. In the report of, the, Board of Trus- 
tees for 1871, it was stated that “for the first time, since the 
organization of the Institutiou, it is entirely free from debt, aud 
has 2 small cash balance of $170 62,as shown by the Treasurer's 
books.” 

The Asylum is free to-day, and if any evidence of self-gratu- 
dation should appear to crop out in these remarks, I cordially 
invite the Board of Trustees ‘and the Steward of the Asylum to 
unite with me in the organization of a mutual admiration society, 
for without their hearty co-operation this result could not have 
been secured and maintained. ` | 


ESTIMATES. FoR 1878. ; 
‘The estimate for the support of the Institution for the next two 
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years is based upon the following figures. I calculate that we 
will have an average of 410 patients. If prices of supplies 
should remain as at present, it will cost $170 per capita per annum. 
This will produce the aggregate sum of $69,700—say in round 
numbers $70,000 per annum. I would not try to bamboozle the 
Legislature by putting on a single dollar to be cut off in the 
pruning of an appropriation bill, We have tried it and we 
ought to know what it will cost. A smaller appropriation might. 
throw us back into the slough of debt, for the Asylum could not 
be closed, money or no money. It is better to have a surplus than 
to fall short. If I was writing my last Will and Testament now, 
and desired to bequeath a legacy to the Asylum, in the absence of 
money (which I have not) I would leave the injunction written in 
letters of indellible ink: “PAY as YOU co." 


GENERAL MANAGEMENT. 


1 do not suppose that you, gentlemen, or the members of the 
Legislature, would be interested with the details of -the medical 
treatment adopted in the Asylum. This is a matter of special 
study with us, not only-in our own experience and “practice, but 
we are constantly watchtul of the views of others, as they appear » 
in new books and in the medical journals of the day. Dr. James 
MeWillie, who was appointed Assistant Physician in 187], still 
occupies that position, and by his fidelity to the delicate trust 
reposed in him, not only enjoys the confidence and affection of 
the patients under his care, but has won the respect and esteem 
of visitors and correspondents as well. 

- Capt. R. F. McGill, by his long experience and bis exclusive 
devotion to his business of his office as Steward, has become so 
thoroughly efficient, that his services would seem to be almost 


` indispensable. His accuracy in the keeping of his accounts, 


which he has submitted to you monthly, is equalled by his 
promptness in discharging all the other duties of his position. I 
herewith present to you his official report as well as his report of 
the products of the farm and garden. i 

- My mother continues to perform the duties as matron. The 
assistance which she gives to me from her confidential relationship 
in the management of the female wards, as in the treatment of 
the diseases peculiar to women—always delicate and embarrassing 
to the patient—is invaluable, while her supervision of the clothing , 
and diet of the patients is always important. I herewith transmit 
her report for the year of the sewing department. 

Mr. J. M. Gray, who, for ten or ten or twelve years, had 
given the most ample satisfaction as night-watchman, resigned 
his position last fall, and is now a merchant (and I trust a pros- 
perous one) in the city of Jackson. Conscientious, industrious 
and reliable, he deserves success. Mr. Michael Wadden is now 
the night watchman. 


JOHN B. ALLEN. 
On the 22d of July last, our household was called to - 
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mourn the death of our old and faithful friend, John B. 
Allen, who, for more than twenty years, had been the Engineer 
of the Asylum. He had been identified with the Asylum so long 
that he seemed to be indeed, and in tryth, a component part of 
it. He was not only at all times alive to the great responsibility 
which rested upon him, but he-was the master of all the minute 
details of his duty, and he not only performed them faithfully, 
but his care and watchfulness extended to every interest of the 
Asylum. Mr. Allen was a good man, and while we prized him as 
an expert in his sphere of work, we—patients and all—loved him 
for the kindness of his heart and the gentleness of his nature. 
He had a smile and a pleasant word for every one—child or 
lunatie—who came in his way, and when it was announced that 
he was dead, the dark shadow of the wing of the Angel of Death 
east a deep gloom of sorrow over the whole house, and many an 
eye, all unused to weeping, dropped a tear to his memory. If 
there was ever an instance in which earthly testimony can be 
‘given of the acceptance of a soul with God, we are witnesses for 
Mr. Allen. For-eighteen months he had been notified by a 
stroke of paralysis that his death was near at hand, and he set 
about the preparation for it, in the arrangement and settlement 
of his business affairs, with as much confidence and deliberation 
as if he was simply putting his engine in order for a day of rest. 
Death did not take him with surprise, but— l 


“When his summons came to join 
The innumerable caravan, which moves 
To that mysterious realm, where each shall take 
His chamber in the silent halls of death; 
He went not, like the quarry slave at night, 
Scourged to his dungeon; but sustained and soothed 
By an unfaltering trust, approached his grave 
Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 
About him and lies down to pleasant dreams.” 


. Since the death of Mr. Allen, we have employed Mr. Chas. E. 
Dudley as éngineer—a young man of skill in his vocation.

ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE 


OF PATIENTS. 


AN ACT TO AMEND THE LAW REGULATING THE ADMISSION OF 
PATIENTS INTO, AND THEIR DISCHARGE FROM THE STATE LUNATIC 
ASYLUM. 


Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That all laws heretofore in force providing for the 
admission of patients into the State Lunatic Asylum, upon the 
mere certificate of a physician, be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, and that in lieu thereof a certificate sworn to by two 
physicians, before some officer authorized by law to administer 
oaths, and a certificate of whose official character shall be ap- 
-pended to said physicians’ sworn certificate, under the seal of 
some court cf record, shall in all cases be required, and such 
physicians sworn certificate shall contain or be accompanied by 
a brief and comprehensive history and description of the case, so 
' far as may be known or ascertained upon reliable information by 
said physician, including the duration of disease, sympioms, 
character and habits of the patient to which their certificate 
applies, that the law now in force regulating the admission of 
patients to said Asylum, under proceedings de lunatico inqui- 
rendo, be, and the same is hereby so amended. that all such 
applications shall also, in like manner, be accompanied by a like 
history and description of the case of each patient proposed for 
admission, and shall be made upon the best available authority or 
information; aud that in all such applications, whether upon the 
sworn certificates of physicians aforesaid, or upon proceedings 
de lunatico inquirendo, the application and the history of the 
case aforesaid, shall first be forwarded to the Superintendent and 
Board of Trustees of said Asylum for their consideration. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent and Board of Trustees to consider each and every 
application, and the history and description of the patient in 
whose behalf thesame may be made, and to exercise a sound 
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discretion in their admission, it being the true intent of 
this Act to provide for the care and treatment of all insane per- 
sons so far as the accommodations of the Asylum will allow, and 
in case all such patients, cannot be admitted, to give preference 
to cases of acute, violent and curable insanity, rather than to 
chronic, harmless and incurable cases. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That in furtherance of the 
object of this Act it shall be the duty of said Superintendent and 
Board of Trustees to give one month's notice to the parents, 
guardians, relatives or friends of such of the present inmates of 
said Asylum, and such as may be hereafter admitted as are 
chronic, harmless and incurable, and are known to have any such 
parents, guardians, relatives or friends, and if no such parents, 
guardians, relatives or friends are known, or, if being notified, 
as aforesaid, they shall neglect or fail to take such patients away 
within a reasonable time, said Superintendent and Trustees shall 
notify the President of the Board of Supervisors of the county 
from which said paticnt was brought to said Asylum, and the 
President aforesaid shall issue his order to ,the Sheriff of his 
county, directing him to return said patient to such county, and 
the relatives aforesaid, if any within the degrees provided by law 
in such cases, shall be charged with the care, custody and main- 
tenance of said patient, if able and responsible therefor, but 
otherwise, such patient shall be provided for by the county as a 
pauper, and the expenses of returning such patients to the county 
shall be paid by the relatives aforesaid, if responsible as aforesaid, 
and otherwise out of the county “ poor fund.” 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That on an application on be-- 
half of a person for his or her admission into the Asylum, the 
Superintendent and Board of Trustees, if they think that he or 
she ought to be admitted, may receive him or her as a patient 
therein, if the person making the application shall execute. and 
deliver an obligation with sufficient security, payable to the Trus- 
‘tees of the Asylum, for the payment of such sums of money as 
may be agreed on between them, for the maintenance and care of 
such lunatic, while in the Asylum, and for his or her removal 
thereto or therefrom, when nevessary, and the Board of Trustees 
are directed to require the friends of the inmates at present at 
the Asylum, to comply with the terms of this Act; provided, 
that the property, by law exempt from execution and sale, shall 
also be free from the charge of maintaining such lunatie or in- 
sane person, while confined in such Asylum. 

Sec. b. De it further enacted, That any person, being a luna- 
tie, and a resident of the State of Mississppi, and having or 
owning no real estate wherewith to pay his or her expenses, 
shall be admitted into the Asylum free of charge; provided, a 
certificate, of some Judge or Justice of the Peace, be produced 
that sufficient proof, by affidavie, has been made before him, that 
such lunatic has no visible means to defray his or her expenses, 
and the necessary expenses of removing such lunatie to and 
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from said Asylum, shall be paid out of the Treasury of. the 
county from which they may be sent. 
‚Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage.
